MATRICULATION 

Senator Gorton has suggested 
two types of matriculation—one 
for university, one not, said Mr. 
Thompson. 

He continued that it is neces- 
sary to cut wastage at university 
level. To reduce the high failure 
rate by weeding out the students 


earlier, If enough universities 
are built to take all matriculation 
students, faculties would be 


flooded and there would be too 
many graduates unable to get 
suitable employment. This has 
already happened in Scandina- 
vian countries, said Mr. Thomp- 
son. 

He considers too much social 
Prestige is attached to univer- 
sities and is keen to see the de- 
velopment of tertiary work in 
technical colleges. He expressed 
his amazement at the standard 
of work at Footscray. 

Victoria leads this field in Aus- 
tralia, said Mr. Thompson. Sixty- 
eight per cent. of all diploma stu- 


dents are in Victoria. 


FINANCE 

The recent university salary 
rises are subsidised by the 
Federal Government—the State 
provides $1.85 for each $1 from 
the Federal Government. How- 
ever, Mr, Thompson said the 
Federal Government will recoup 
their payout by extra income 
tax it will receive. The State 
will have to pay the whole of 
its share. 

This, he pointed out, is but one 
aspect of the financial burden 
facing the State. 

In 1964-65 Victoria spent 30 
per cent. of all money available 
to the State on Education; New 
South Wales 29 per cent. and. 
the other States 20 to 21 per 
cent. Twelve years ago Vic- 
toria spent 164 per cent. of the 
State’s income on education. _ 

In conclusion the Minister said 
he believes the difference 
tween mediocre and first rate 
schools is the calibre of the 
school council, Parents and Citi- 
zens’ Association and the 
Mothers’ Club. He said schools 
which have “that little extra” 
have first class councils and par- 
ent bodies. 


QUESTIONS 

At question time a parent stated 
that one class at Seahoime Pri- 
mary School had 54 pupils and 
asked for Mr. Thompson’s com- 
ment, 

Mr. Thompson replied that he 
already had called for a report 
on all classes of over 45 pupils. 
He said the Seaholme c 
seemed excessive and he himself 
would look at this one. 

Mr. Thompson considers 35 
an ideal class, With 35-45 pupils 
you can get by, but, beyond 
this, the class is too big except 
in some special circumstances. 

A high school parent queried 
the frequent transfer of prin- 
cipals—three in three years. 

Mr. Thompson said he was 
concerned: over the effect on 
children of too rapid changes 





in principals. Many transfers 
are brought on by promotion and 
discussions are being held on 
ways of reducing this. It is 
hoped to introduce a modified 
system. 

He also said he is in favour 
of limiting the number of moves 



















classes of high schools. He con- 
siders it takes one year for a 
pupil to settle into a new school. 

A- comment was made by a 
parent on the injustice of sub- 
sidies. Schools in areas where 
Parents are more wealthy can 
raise money more easily and 
obtain more subsidies. Poorer 
areas get less. : 

The Minister said there is a 
point in this, but the position 
ts difficult, He hopes that as 
the years go by and the position 
improves, it will be possible 
to increase subsidies. 

To a question as to how to get 
teachers to apply for western 
suburbs’ positions, Mr. Thomp- 
son said publicity may help. He 
plans. to suggest an article in a 
daily newspaper and said one 
could be published in the Vic- 
torian Teachers’ Journal. 

When asked if a_ teachers’ 
training college could be establi- 
shed in the western suburbs the 
Minister concluded by saying 
he would look into this as exten- 
sions to present colleges or 
more new colleges are needed.

Mr. Bill Crawford, vice-presi- 
dent of Zone I, reported that a 
proposal under which the Zone’s

four young Australians who were 


serving in overseas countries 
had been a ‘tremendous suc- 
cess."” 


Clubs had so far contributed 
more than $2000 to the Overseas 
Service Bureau, he said. 

The university proposal was 


sponsored by Corio Apex Club, 


Mr. Max Kidd (Altona), a 
school teacher, said the Western 
Suburbs of Melbourne had a 
good case for such a university. 

“We feel the Western Suburbs 
would provide much more incen- 
tive for the children in these 
suburbs to carry on their educa- 
tion,” he said.

Sunshine Club submitted a pro- 
posal to establish a fund among 
clubs to provide scholarships 
for the secondary- education of 
aborigines, 

The convention decided that 
Sunshine should give further 
consideration to how it can be 
implemented. The proposal then 
will be put_to the Zone Conven- 
tion, in Ballarat in October.

rd. and Civic-pde., Seaholme. 
The dust (three tons in all) was 
blowing everywhere at the time. 

Mr. Haslam told the council: 
“Over the past 12 weeks I have 
been constructing a 53ft. fishing 
vessel. When completed this 
boat shall be my sole source of 
income. The boat is now within 
four weeks of completion. 

“The only work remaining to 
be done is buffing, painting, in- 
stallation of machinery and fitt- 
ing of timber constructed cabin. 
I reguest your permission to 
complete this work on the pre- 
sent site which is at the rear 
of the Seaholme Service Station. 
¢“T regret any inconvenience 
caused to neighbouring house- 
holders. I was not aware until 
instructed by Mr. Mellors that 
I was infringing council by-laws 
by building the boat on. these 
premises. The cost of shifting 
this boat before completion 
would be in the vicinity of $1000 
which is above the limited 
amount of money I have to com- 
plete the boat,’’ 

The council agreed that per- 
mission be given to Mr. Haslam 
to recommence works of sand- 
blasting and painting his boat 
which is soon to be launched, on 
condition that sand-blasting is 
carried out subject to stringent 
controls to combat dust menace. 

Drapes and damping down 
and other measures were to be 


used to the satisfaction of the

The Altona Shire Council is pleased 
with the success of the deputation to the 
Minister of Public Works, Mr. M. V. Por- 
ter, over the land and homes acquisition 








for the Lower Yarra 


_Cr. Lee said after the deputa- 
tion was introduced to Cr. A. W. 
Knight, MLC, he had explained 
that the people did not object 
to the bridge and associated 
roadworks in principal. They 
realised that it would be a good 
thing for the progress of Altona. 

But they did want ‘a just re- 
compense for the loss of their 
homes. 

He said the deputation “got 
a_good hearing.” 

The Minister had said the policy 
of his department was to give 
people a ‘‘fair go.” 

He promised a quick settle- 
ment of reasonable claims. 

Cr. Lee said that the Minister 
was told that the people were 
not pleased with the way they 
were notified of the plans to 
take over their homes. 

The Minister had said that 
there was no other way to 
notify the pecple but by letter. 

He had said that it would not 
be be very good if the news was 
broken first through the news- 
papers. 

And he had said that the de- 
partment ‘did not have enough 
field officers—120 would have 
been needed—to call on all the 
householders all at once. 


People who will have to give 
up their homes for the Lower 
Yarra Bridge approaches have 
been told that they will most 
probably be able to get finance 
for new homes. 


The Commonwealth and State 
Savings Banks, and the Deputy 
Director of War Service Homes, 
Mr. D. T. Forsyth, have told 
the shire council this in corres- 
pondence.

gage have been observed.” 

The Commonwealth Savings 
Bank wrote: 

“Customers who are existing 
housing borrowers from the Com- 
monwealth Savings Bank of ‘Aus- 
tralia, or who have recently pre- 
paid a CSB Housing Loan, would 
be eligible to obtain another 
housing loan from the Common- 
wealth Savings Bank, in the cir- 
cumstances set out in your let- 
ter. The original loan would of 
course need to be repaid. 

“Tn all cases, each application 
is treated on its merits, and it 
would be preferable for the ap- 
plicants concerned to call the 
nearest branch of the bank, or 
at this office, to discuss their 
-} requirements in detail.”
